GAS EXPLODES IN A MINE

ed that the loss of life in the catastro- 
phe at the mining town of Frank will 
reach 175. Only 15 miners escaped 
and it is thought all the others have 
gone to their dsath.

due to a ge'smic disturbance, but was 
caused by' an explosion in the Cana- 
dian-American Coal and Coke com- 
pany's mine, the president of which 
is H. T. Prank, of Butte, Mont., the 
copper millionaire. The seam has al- 
ways given up large quantities of gas 
end as it is a very dusty seam, the of- 
ficials incline to the opinion that what 
has taken, place is a terrific explosion, 
either entirely of coal dust, or of gas 
and coal dust combined.

Vancouver, April 30—By an unpre- 


cedented disaster the little town or 
Frank, Alberta, has been pluged into 
mourning. There are at least nine- 
ty-six dead. 
The majority 
of the 


killed are women and children. 


Yesterday after the night shift was 


preparing to come_f/om work, a gas 
explosion in a mine occurred on "the 
top of Turtle Mountain, which over- 
looks the town of Frank. There was 
a tremendous upheaval, which a*koke 
all sleepers. 


The entire side of the mountain was 


removed by the disturbance, and mil- 
lions of tons of rock scattered like 
chaff over the town. The mine build- 
ings and mine entrances were buried 
under a pile of debris hundreds of feet 
deep. 


Nine houses in the village are bur- 


ied under the rock. Their roofs wore 
crushed in like egg-shells, and every- 
one/inside the houses perished. 


All the men working at the mine on 


the outside jobs were instantly killed. 
Seventeen men were nnpris'oned in the 
mine. 


Most of the men imprisoned in the 


mine, whose death at "first seemed cer- 
tain, got out alive late in tie after- 
noon. There we're 17 inen 5n the mine. 
Two died from suffocation, but the oth- 
er 15 worked 'their way out uninjured 
after cutting their way through 30 feet 
of d*ebri?.

£ MAD MOLLAH'S CAREER. 


Mo«lrm I.enilrr'H Tower linn BOTH In- 


frmHlnK E\er XInee 1HOO. 


The annihilation of Colonel J'lun- 


kett'8 force of the Hvltish iinny in So- 
mnliland is the latest of a \vnif serlen 
of reverses, of gp-nier or iesH liupor- 
tance, which have attended tlie efforts 
of Grqat Britain and Abyssinia to mip- 
press the movement headed by Uadji 
MolmuiuiPd Abdullah, known as the 
Mad Molina, snys the New York Times. 


Prior to 1890 Mohammed Abdullah 


was a mere student of the Koran, with- 
out the attributes of the visionary and 
without fanaticism. In the year men- 
tioned he made the pilgrimage to Mec- 
ca and sat at the feet of the great 
"seer'' of that city, Mohammed Saia. 


The Mollah returned to his own coun- 


try imbued with the desire of reviving 
the religious spirit of his people. 
He 


preached at Berbera and elsewhere 
and gradually acquired the reputation 
of a holy wan. Already a liadji by rea- 
son of his visit to Mecca, he expounded 
the law and the Scriptures with great 
earnestness, and as time went on and 
the British made no move to suppiess 
his seditious utterances he became 
'more and more daring. 


Mohammed Abdullah belongs to a 


section of the Ogaden tribe, in the 
southwest of Somaliland, and married 
a girl of the Ali Ghen, one of the Dol- 
bahanta tribes in the southeast of the 
British protectorate. By his marriage 
he extended his influence from Abys- 
sinia, on the west, to the borders of 
Italian Somaliland, on the east. The 
Ali Gheri were his first followers. 
These were presently joined by two 
sections of the Ogadens, the Rer Ibra- 
him and the Ho Hawndle. His fame 
continued to increase, and in the mean- 
time he continued his pilgrimages to 
Mecca, every visit adding to his repu- 
tation and increasing his influence. 


In 1S99 the Mollah inaugurated a 


great religious mo% ement. He openely 
incited the tribes to rebellion against 
the Britisli authority, and soon after- 
ward he began to resort to force to 
gam supporters. 
His methods we're 


primitive, but effective, and he con- 
tinued to gain adherents. 


It was in August, 1899, that the first 


serious alarm over the activity of the 
Mollah was felt. He appeared at Burao 
with 5.000 men. marched to within fif- 
ty miles of Berbera, where there was a 
great scare, and though two British 
war ships kept him from the city he 
was clever enough to use them to good 
effect, for he told his followers their 
searchlights were the eyes of God look- 
ing on them with £.>vor. 


The later story of Mie Mollah and the 


expeditions sent against him is famil- 
iar. 
It has been frequently reported 


that he has met with "crushing de- 
feat," but he has always turned up 
again as strong and menacing as ever. 


David Wark, in his hundredth year, 


expects to go next month from 
his 


home in'Fredericktown, N. B., to Ot- 
tawa," where in the Senate of Canada 
he will take the seat he has continu- 
ously held since that body was first 
called together in the making of the 
Dominion, in 1867.

Mr. Hess Explains the Cause. 


August Hess was seen and he said: 
"I was leaning over the engine with 


an oil can in my hand when the ex- 
plosion occurred. 
I went up with the 


engine and was rendered unconscious. 
The safety valve had been set for 90 
pounds, and by Mr. Scheldler's orders 
I screwed the 'pop' down a turn and 
three quarters, which would set it for 
115 pounds. 
The safety valve was 


open when the explosion came. 
The 


115 pounds pressure was more than 
the boiler, which had been in service 
for a long time, could stand, and the 
crown sheet gave way. 
That is the 


cause of the accident." '
